than moſt are aware of; He that comes to God 
mult believe that he is every way ſuch as the Scrip- 
ture declares him to be, Heb. 11. 6. he muſt believe 
that all his Attributes are highly exalted, and infi- 
nitely advanced in our Salvation, that the Law 1s 
mnch more highly magnified and made honourable, 
1a.
